W ashington.—General l'ershing has 
transm itted to the war departm ent a 
list of th** most recent aw ards of dis­ 
tinguished service medals made by the 
military board of the American expe­ 
ditionary force which decides on mut­ 
ters of merit. 
There is a long list of the men who 
hereafter will w ear the ribbon of dis­ 
tinguished service, but long though it 
limy be, it is brevity itself compared I 
with th** list of aw ards made by the 
French military ant borities to their 
own men and to individual soldiers of J 
the allies who have won French re- I 
ga rd and recognition. 
Someone In the city of Washington 
recently said that distinguished serv­ 
ice medals are getting common. 
This 
is way beside the truth. 
The Amer­ 
ican government Is rather niggardly 
In giving out it-* honors, 
lf l,«*»*o dis­ 
tinguished service medal* are aw ard­ 
ed, what does this mean when It ia 
remembered that HJN KU HJO American 
soldier* were striving to do their duty 
and something beyond it in the field* 
of France? 
When tin* American public reads a 
list of the men who have been marked 
for distinguished service medals it 
probably will be surprised tit tin* num­ 
ber of names of ranking officers con­ 
cerning whom they
